He further states that the inform ation 
he fought was not (or him seif alone, but to 
enable him to give certain assurances to many- 
other persons, in the sam e situation as him self, 
lor the purpose of influencing and determ ining 
th eir political action as citizens of the United 
States of English birth, but who still regarded 
th eir original obligations of al egianec as para­ 
m ount, The letter also contained gross reflec­ 
tions upon the conduct oi this Governm ent in 
respect to questions now in controversy and un ­ 
settled betw een the United States aud (ireat 
Britain, and both directly and indirectly im ­ 
puted insincerity iu such conduct. 
To this letter the B ritish M iu’ster at once re­ 
plied from Beverly, Mass., under date of the 
13th of Septem ber last. In this rcpty he slated 
th a t “ any political paity which openly favored 
th e m other country at the present m om ent 
would lose popularity, and th at the parte in 
power is fully aw aie of th a t fact," and th at iu 
respect to the “ questions w ith Canada, w hich 
have been unfortunately re-opened since the 
rejection of the fisheries treaty bv the Rc- 
public tu m ajority in the Senate and by the 
P resident's message, all allow ances m ust there­ 
fore be m ade for the political situation, as re­ 
gards th e Presidential election.” 
The M inister thus gave his assent and sanc­ 
tion to the expressions and im putations above 
referred to. 
Thus, under his correspondent’s 
assurance of secrecy, in which the M inister con­ 
curred by m aking his answ er “ private," he u n ­ 
dertook to advise a citizen of the United States 
how to exercise the iranchise of suffrage in an 
election close at hand for the Presidency and 
Vice-Presidency of the U nited States, " arid, 
through him and the letter suggested, to influ­ 
ence the votes of m any others. 
Upon this cor­ 
respondence being m ade public, the M inister 
received the representatives of the public press 
and iu frequent interview s w ith them , intended 
for publication, added to the im pugunrents 
w hicli he had already m ade of the good faith of 
this G overnm ent in its public action and inter­ 
national dealings. Although am ple tim e and 
opportunity have been afforded hitn for the dis­ 
avowal, modification or correction of his state­ 
m ents, to some of which liis a' tention was called 
by the undersigned, yet no such disavowal 
or modification has been m ade by him through 
the channels in which his statem ents first found 
publicity.

The undersigned respectfully advises th at the 
att ention of the Attorney-General oi the United 
S talls be directed to these enactm ents, in oider 
th a t an investigation m ay be m ade w ith a view 
to ascertain w hether they have not been violated 
in th e present ease by the correspondent of the 
British Minister. By your direction th e atten­ 
tion of the G rovernm ent has in a spirit of 
com ity been called to the conduct of its 
M inister, as above described, but w ithout 
result, 
ft, therefore, becomes necessary for this 
G overnm ent to consider w hether, as ihe guar­ 
dian of its own self-respect and of the integrity 
of its institutions, it w ill perm it further in ter­ 
course to be held through the present British 
M inister at the capital. It is to be observed th a t 
pro: edeots are not w anting as to the question 
under consideration. 
It is a settled rule, essen­ 
tial to the m aintenance of international in ter­ 
course. th a t a diplom atic representative m ust be 
a person satisfactory to the Governm ent to 
w hich he is accredited. If. by his conduct, he 
renders him solf a person non-grata, an an ­ 
nouncem ent of th at fact m ay be m ade to his 
Governm ent. In the presenl case a 'l the re­ 
quirem ents of com ity have been fulfilled, the 
fat ts having been duly com m uuicated to her 
Majesty Governm ent, w ith an expression of 
opinion of this G overnm ent in regard thereto.

IN TERV IEW S W ITH BAYARD AND WEST. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 
30th. — At the 
British Legation this evening access was 
denied to all newspaper men and they were 
informed that Lord Sackville had nothing 
to say. 
An Associated Press reporter m an­ 
aged, however, to have a copy of the report 
of Secretary Bayard to the President sent to 
the Minister. 
Lord Sackville in person returned the 
copy to the waiting reporter, cordially ex­ 
pressed his thanks for having had an op­ 
portunity to read the report, which he said 
he had not seen before. 
He declined to 
express any opinion in regard to it, saying, 
’’ I have nothing to say.” 
Lord Sackville's tace, as he said this, 
wore a pleasant smile, and he did not seem 
in the least disturbed at the turn affairs bad 
taken. 
Secretary Bayard, when seen to-night, 
said there was nothing he could say in ad- 
d.tion to what is stated in his report to the 
President. The Government’s action, he 
said, constituted the complete severance of 
our relations with West. Secretary Bayard 
declined absolutely to give out anything in 
regard to the spirit in which the com m u­ 
nications of the" United States were received 
by the British Government. 


ENGLAND K EEPS MUM. 


W ashington, October 3 0 th — One rather 
significant averm ent is made in Bayard's 
letter, and that is that the B ritish Govern­ 
m ent has failed to reply to the statem ent 
of the case laid before Lord Salisbury by 
the State Departm ent through Miuister 
Phelps. This seems more peculiar inas­ 
much as Mr. Phelps was Lord Salisbury’s 
gu«st at Hatfield last Sunday, and the 
British newspapers have, with great una­ 
nim ity, predicted W est’s recall and have 
censured him severely'. 


TH E CASE IN A NUT SH ELL. 


W a s h i n g t o n , October 30th.—A leading 
Republican, discussing the West letter to” 
night, said : “ If it had been published two 
weeks after, instead o i two weeks before 
the election, little attention woxld have 
been paid to it. 
W hether he fell into a 
trap or not, it is evident, by his own ad­ 
m issions, that he privately and candidly 
said th at the interests of the m other coun­ 
try would be prom oted by Cleveland's elec­ 
tion. 
T.hk statem ent was calculated to in­ 
fluence the Irish vote against the Demo­ 
cratic ticket,, dnd som ething had to be done. 
M inister W e.* was naturally, and perhaps 
properly, made' ,*o suffer for his indiscre­ 
tion. but the fact .that he is repudiated by 
Cleveland does not detract from the force of 
Lord Sackville's assertion—that the success , 
of the Democratic party would be in Foe- 
iaiqi’s inter-, st.”

The Acting Secretary of the Navy was 
present during a portion of the session 
discussing measures fir the relief of the 
whalers who are icebound in the Arctic 
ocean.

Tenny read as fo llo w s : 
But for th e serious consequences entailed 
ujtou our working classes, who feel every day 
m ore aud m ore the pinch of foreign com peti­ 
tion, it would be decidedly am using to note now 
com pletely every one of th e principles assum ed 
by the one sided free trade school of this coun­ 
try is negatived by facts and falsified by the ex ­ 
perience of com m onplace business m en. 
We 
are constantly told th a t protection raises the 
price of com m odities ; th at the hostile tariff— 
as John B right said but a few days back in a 
published letter to one of his correspondents— 
is ouly a tax w hich the com m unity par s to sup­ 
port a particular industry benefited by it 
A sa 
m atter of fact, w hat do we tiud in Am erica ? 
Why, th eir m anuf cturers can actually beat us 
out of th e fle d on the score of cheapness.

Yale loekm akers can afford to pay the carriage 
of th eir goods to E ngland and yet undersell the 
W olverham pton m asters iu the very heart of the 
lock trade, just as the Belgians can quote lower 
rates for angle-iron delivered in Derby, th an 
th e local iron m asters of M idland. The P hila­ 
delphia engine m akers can tu rn o u t as service­ 
able locomotives as any Euglish firm, aud ship 
them all the way to New Zealand for 1500— 
three thousand d liars—less than the English 
tenders. Iu south Russia the agrie illural trade 
is said to be passing entirely into the bauds of 
A m erican im porters, in spite of English aud 
G erm an com petitors, though th e latter are 
nearer by 3,000 m iles to the local m arket. 
W ith 
the exception of m ade up clothing, w hich is 
dear because labor is hignly paid, and not be­

FREE-TRADE ORATORY ANSWERED. 
Mr. Tenny having finished reading, Mr

people of the Uuited States are ground down bv 
high prices.

W hat 
they have been doing is trying to get the Eng 
lish Prim e M inister in London to recall him .

SALMON FISH ERIES 


T h e N ecessity for a C lose Season an d Its 
O b servan ce. 
Livingstone Stone, United States Fish 
Commissioner, writes upon an im portant 
subject as follows: 
Some tim e last sum m er the Oregon and 
W ashington Fish Propagating Company 
deeded to the United States the premises 
occupied by the Clackamas Salmon H atch­ 
ery, on the Clackamas river, Oregon. This 
is probably one of the best points in the 
Linited States for taking salmon eggs, and 
although the nets, seines, traps and other 
devices for capturing salmon seem to reach 
in alm ost a continuous line from the 
mouth of the Columbia to the hatchery it­ 
self, the Clackamas S’aiion has neverthe­ 
less, succeeded 
in 
securing 
over five 
million salmon eggs this season. This 
not only beats the record of this station, 
but is a larger num ber than could be taken 
at present at any other place in the United 
States, and indeed in the world, with the 
exception of the Canadian Hatchery on the 
Frzzer River in British Columbia. 
The McCloud River Salm on Station in 
California, which has always held the 
world's record in taking salmon eggs, suc­ 
ceeded this year in taking only a million 
and a half eggs. 
B ut either the McCloud river station or 
the Clackamas station, being both wonder­ 
fully adapted by nature for taking salmon 
eggs, could easily secure ten million eggs a 
season, if the parent salmon had half a 
chance to get up the rivers. As it is the 
salmon are so unm ercifully netted and 
trapped on their way up to the stations that 
it seems alm ost a miracle that any of them 
get there alive. 
It is, unhappily, very diffi­ 
cult on this Pacific coast to obtain any re­ 
strictions on the salmon fishing, but il the 
fishermen and others who reap a profit 
from the salmon fishing would only exer­ 
cise a reasonable am ount of foresight and 
self-restraint in providing an adequate close 
tim e daring the fishing season, the salmon 
hatching stations on the Clackamas river 
and on the McCloud could soon fill the 
Columbia and Sacramento rivers more full 
of salmon than was ever known in the best 
salmon days of these rivers, even before 
white men began their wholesale destruc­ 
tion of salmon w ith their traps and nets. 


H ow F e w a re R ich . 
It is probable, to say the least, that fully 
ninety per cent, of the whole bodv of the 
people spend nearly all th at they earn ; of 
this ninety per cent, a portion may, bv set­ 
ting aside a moderate part of th eir small 
earnings, become the owners of a house, or 
become depositors in a savings-bank, or in­ 
sure their lives in a moderate w ay; of the 
rem aining ten per cent, a part save enough 
to protect themselves against want in their 
years, and a vary smali part may become 
rich, and then need not work unless they 
choose.— Edward Atkinson.

On the 2-3th inst. we published a dis­ 
patch received by a prominent Republican 
in this city from Governor Stanford, in 
which the Governor called attention in 
the most significant way to the relation 
between protection and the Chinese ques­ 
tion. 
In that dispatch, terse and vigor­ 
ous, he showed that these questions arc 
introactive. One sentence of the dispatch 
read: 


The welfare of the country is largely involved 
in the com ing election. The Restriction Act 
protects our citizens against the com petition of 
the C hinam an in our own territory, but of w hat 
avail is th a t if th eir m autifac.uros can be im ­ 
ported w ithout restraiut. 
In other words, Senator Stanford says 
that the restriction of Chinese immigra­ 
tion and the exclusion of that race from 
this country will effect nothing so long as 
the output of their labor in China may be 
freely sold in America to compete with 
the products of American labor. 
This is a perfectly lucid statement of an 
undeniable and unvarying economic law. 
It is illustrated in the Chinese question 
with singular vividness. 
For, as Governor 
Stanford shows, between the coming of 
the Chinaman to compete with American 
labor upon American soil and the coming 
of tin- ’-rodvrt of hi- b hor to be sold in 
Inc American market, and thus compete 
with the product of American labor, there 
is no real distinction. 
Now it follows—and there is no possible 
logical denial of the conclusion to he 
made— that whoever votes for tariff' re­ 
duction, votes to create a national con­ 
ception of fiscal policy on the down grade, 
towards free trade. The testimony of the 
most distinguished advocates of free trade 
in the world, the unanimous verdict of the 
English press and of English political 
society is, that Mr. Cleveland’s projected 
policy, as reflected in his message in De­ 
cember last, and in the measure known as 
the Mills bill, is towards free trade, and 
more, that it is free trade with limited re­ 
strictions only. 
A vote, therefore, for 
tariff' reduction—and consequently a vote 
for Mr. Cleveland—is a vote for the intro­ 
duction of Chinese competition, in the 
form of the freely introduced product of 
Chinese labor, 
So then, whoever votes for 
the fiscal heresies of Grover Cleveland, 
and in favor of the solid South, votes for 
the introduction of Chinese competition 
by leaving the doors of the Republic wide 
open to tiie free incoming of the product 
of Chinese labor—indeed, whoever so votes 
absolutely solicits and invites such ruinous 
competition, a rivalry more dangerous to 
American skilled labor than when carried 
on by the Chinese upon American soil. 
In these views Governor Stanford has 
presented to the conscience of the Ameri­ 
can people the Chinese question in its 
strongest and most startling form, and the 
working people, the wage-earners in fac­ 
tory, mill, shop and field will see that the 
issue is so presented, with such clearness, 
that no sophistical preaching of public 
speakers, or contortion of the facts by jug­ 
gling Democratic journals can eradicate 
conviction from their minds. 
On Saturday last, in briefly considering 
Senator Stanford’s views, the 
R e c o rd - 
I n to n said that no man can satisfactorily 
answer the Senator’s question quoted from 
the dispatch referred to, in the beginning 
of this article, who is not in favor of pro­ 
tecting American labor from unfair com­ 
petition. 
And this we repeat with empha­ 
sis. 
As we said early in this month, an 
desire to say again with force, the natural 
and most economical relation of producer 
and consumer is that of close proximity. 
But, in the ease of the Chinese worker, 
civilizing conditions forbid the application 
of that law. 
Hence the exclusion of a low- 
class of labor producing in competition 
with another class, upon which civiliza­ 
tion imposes the obligation of conditions 
compatible only with a greater wage than 
the Chinese earn, and greater comforts 
than they desire, is valueless, unless we 
also shut out the products of the labor of 
the excluded, or Chinese class, when pro­ 
duced beyond our borders. 
Senator Stanford 
is so emphatically 
clearly and unanswerably sound in his 
statement, that it ought to be written into 
•the intelligence of every voter who 
-tempted to cast a ballot for the falsely 
styled economic tariff’experiment of Grover 
• Cleveland and the Democratic party.

Reveille publishes a 
report and comments editorially on a 
speech delivered at a Democratic meeting 
in that town a few nights ago by Judge 
W arren Montfort, of Owentown, Ky.

After assuring 
his hearers again that as an ex-Confederate 
soldier he knew what he was talking about, 
he said lie wanted it distinctly understood 
thrt be did not fight for slavery, adding: 
“I never owned a slave in my life. 
I 
fought to throw off' the tariff' burdens.” 
H e then proceeded to define the position 
of the South in regard to tariff' and the 
real cause that led the South to try to 
establish the Confederacy. 
“The South 
knew that slavery would he abolished, but 
having to sell their cotton in free trade 
countries, were determined to abolish the 
tariff’. 
We stood then as we stand now.” 
This was the keynote of his speech, the 
entire burden and argument of which was 
to show that the interests of the South and 
West were identical, and opposed to those 
of New England and the East, the former 
being agricultural and tbe latter maun 
faeturing. 
He also argued that a tariff 
law was unconstitutional and protection 
was a form of tyranny which, “if there bi­ 
no other form of relief, there must be a 
resort to arms.” That this unreconstructed

When we consider the patronage of this great 
office, the allurements of power, the temptation 
to retain public place once gained, and, more 
than all, the availabilily a party finds ju an in­ 
cumbent whom a horde of office-holders, with a 
zeal born of benefits received and iostered by 
the hope of favors yet to come, stand ready to 
aid with money and trained political service, 
we recognize in the eligibility of the.President 
for re-election a most serious danger to that 
calm, deliberate and intelligent action which 
must characterize government by the people. 
Was Allen G. Thurman sincere when in 
his spepch at Columbus, Ohio, in 1872, he 
said : 
My friends, you will never have any genuine 
reform in the civil service until you adopt the 
one-term principle in reference to the Presi­ 
dency. So long as the incumbent can hope for 
a second term he willluse the immediate patron­ 
age of the Government to procure his rcnomi- 
nation and Eeeure his re-election. 
Why, then, did Mr. Cleveland accept a 
second nomination? Why, then, does Mr. 
Thurman take a place upon a second term 
ticket? Mr. Thurman may he the victim 
of partisanship and appeals to his love of 
party. But for Mr. Cleveland, what pos­ 
sible exense can be framed? Have the 
“ allurements of power,” the “temptation 
to retain place,” and the availability of “a 
horde of office-holders” corrupted him. 
Certain it is Mr. Cleveland has not since 
he took office referred in the remotest de­ 
gree to a second term. He has not asked 
Congress to pass a bill prohibiting a Presi­ 
dent from succeeding himeelf. Yet in that 
same letter of acceptance he goes on to 
state that Congress ought to enact just 
such a law. 


THE SOLDIER’S FRIEND. 
Which party is the soldiers friend ? Mr- 
Cleveland vetoed 416 pension bills. That 
is, he said to 416 Union veterans, or their 
widows, you shall not partake of the 
bounty of the Government, notwithstand­ 
ing the House of Representatives and the 
Senate of the United .States have deliber­ 
ately adjudged you worthy. I set myself 
up superior to them to pass upon your 
claims, and you shall not be wards of the 
Government for which the Union soldier 
fought.

practical usurpation of all governmental 
functions, legislative and judicial, as well 
as executive, is entertaining rather than 
dangerous It is egotism and not despo­ 
tism.

A PRESIDENTIAL INDISCRETION. 
.President Cleveland reviewed a Demo­ 
cratic procession in New York Saturday 
night. It was indiscreet action, for Mr. 
Cleveland the candidate, cannot divorce 
himself from Mr. Cleveland, the President. 
The val ue of his presence on the occasion 
referred to was chiefly due to hi3 official 
character. He had, therefore, no right to 
lend it for campaign uses. There is a cus­ 
tom above law and politics, and that 
amounts to a provision of the unwritten 
code of Presidential ethics, and that is, 
that the President daring his term of of­ 
fice shall not take part in political cam­ 
paigns or manifest personal activity in the 
campaigns of the country. Mr. Cleveland 
has seen fit to violate this code, and he has, 
in doing so, testified to a greediness of de­ 
sire for the office a second term that alone 
ought to defeat him.

Thk colossal egotism of Mr. Cleveland 
is illustrated by the North American Re­ 
view. That journal prints Mr. Cleveland's 
short speech of acceptance—less than one 
page of the Review. But in that small 
space the Cleveland personal pronoun is 
shown, by black spots made by inverted 
types, to occur no less than forty-six times. 
Senator Ingalls was right when he said 
“ His egotism has been distended even be­ 
yond its normal proportions by the incense 
and adulation of his emasculated idolaters. 
JJis self-complacency is excessive, and his 


Mr. C leveland has a thrifty Post­ 
master at San Diego. His love for Eng­ 
land has led him to ignore natives of this 
unfortunate part of God’s footstool, and to 
appoint an alien Englishman to place 
under him, and to tender a fetill better 
position to anotiier fresh arrival from the 
“ Mother Country.” Citizens under the 
Democratic rule are sadly at a discount; 
English “subjects” evidently are much 
preferable in the estimation of the Admin­ 
istration and its servitors.

The General can be relied upon 
to stand for law and order whenever the 
red flag tribe, to which Gould belongs, as­ 
sails the public peace. The Anarchists 
hate the old soldiers. 


T h e Democracy boast of the unearned 
land grants it has restored to the public 
domain. The truth is that the forfeiture 
clause attached to the grants alone ena­ 
bled forfeiture to he availed of by Mr. 
Cleveland’s Administration, and that 
clause was put into the grants by a Repub­ 
lican Congress.

GREETING TU EX-SOLDIERS. 
Pen- 
A Dem ocratic Sentiment Relative 
sions for Old Veterans. 
The Newton, Ran., Republican says: 
The most thoroughly Democratic device in 
the procession last night was the banner 
bearing the wish, “ Giving Us a Rest on 
Pensions.” 
The sentiment was in har­ 
mony with the recent expression of the 
Chicago Times, the leading Democratic 
paper of the West, that it would be a 
happy day when the last Grand Army 
beggar was under the sod. The designer 
of that banner was as good a Democrat as 
ever rode behind Quantrill, or any gray- 
clad cur who ever shot a Union prisoner at 
the dead-line at Andersonville. “Give 
us a rest on pensions” has been a 
secret wish in Democratic circles, high 
and low, for a good while. It has been 
partially revealed in the clownish jokes in 
the veto messages of the fat-lieaded Dem- 
cratic President, and it is given full ex­ 
pression in a banner carried by a Demo­ 
cratic lout in a little Democratic proces­ 
sion in an interior town in Kansas, an 
illustration of the old adage—fooLs and 
children speak the truth. 
“Give us a rest on pensions” is the wish 
of the party that hated the Union soldier 
in war, and hates him in peace, hated him 
when he was young and strong, and hates 
him when he is old and broken, and will 
hate him till he is resting in his grave 
and can give no more trouble on their sub­ 
ject of pensions. 
“Give us a rest on pensions,” means that 
the idea that the Union soldier should be 
treated with respect; that his country 
should remember him; that he should

held 
in 
honor, 
is fatiguing 
to the party that proposes to elect Grover 
Cleveland President, and rule the destinies 
of this country. It means a deeper depth 
of ingratitude than was ever revealed by 
any civilized nation. It signifies a degree 
of meanness that human nature has hith­ 
erto been deemed incapable of. No apolo­ 
gies can atone for it; no explanation can 
lighten its infamy. 
“ Give us a rest on pensions,” and that 
in Kansas! What may we believe they 
carry in the way of banners in Democratic 
processions in Texas or Louisiana? Noth­ 
ing meaner, certainly. There is a depth 
than which there is no lower deep. 
“ The Bloody” Shirt. 
In the gubernatorial canvass of 1876 
General Harrison, in a speech delivered 
at Greensburg, said: 
“For one I accept the banner of the 
bloody shirt. I am willing to take as our 
ensign the tattered, worn-out gray shirt, 
worn by some gallant Union hero, stained 
with bis blood as he gave up his life for 
his country, and shoulder to shoulder, 
elbow to elbow, stepping to the music of 
the old drum taps, we will move forward, 
eyes front and our faces to the foe, to vic­ 
tory again under the hallowed banner of 
‘ the bloody shirt.’ Let those who desire 
march under the black fiag of treason or 
the white flag of cowardice; for me, I ac­ 
cept with pride the bloody shirt. Not by 
this do 1 mean that we desire to perpet­ 
uate the bitterness of the war, but so long 
as the Democratic party prefers to honor 
those whose only claim is their record of 
hostility to the Union, and so long 
as they continue to taunt us for 
fidelity to the country, just so long we will 
march under the ’bloody shirt.’

[continued fbom THIED rAGE.I 
ily returned to the ball-TOom. In fact, I 
could count half a dozen of the precious 
fruit still lying in their leafy bed.

Clark and J. B. Gilbert, from the “H at 
Brigade,” who made the contract for the 
suits, confirmed by affidavit, that the con­ 
tract specially set forth that the suits were 
to be made exclusively by w hite labor. 
Members of the Committee also visited the 
establishm ent while the suits were being 
made, and saw twelve or fifteen w hite girls 
at work upon them, and no one else, and 
bad fullest confidence that the terms of 
the contract were being strictly complied 
w ith.
